HORRORS 
OF 
THE 
TRENCHES 


Though .no war cable from Europe for the past two mouths nnd 


over has omitted a reference to the trenches, few persons comparatively 
have! any idea of what'.is involved in present dtiy trench fighting. J3y 
piecing together references in occasional letters, descriptions of eye- 
witnesses, and clauses of official despatches, something of the horrors 
involved in this lypo of modern warfare may be surmised. It is a story 
of privation, misery and terrible tinman suffering, relieved only by the 
heroism of those who, on both sides, hear all cheerfully for the cause of 
their respective nationalities. 


In the first place, it must he remembered that practically all along 


. the western battle line in northern rYnuce. and Belgium, there 1ms been 


little figh(ing in solid formation or in the open for the past two months. 
All.this time the armies of Ihe allies jtnd of Germany have literally dug 
themselves into the earth. 
Fortifications of all varieties have, been thrown 


up aud trenches have been dug along a battle front of over 100 miles. 
Over most of this distance the gnus have never been silent since the 
beginning o£ the deadlock, but hundreds of thousands'of men have lived 
a life of unmentionable misery, keyed up for immediate action and shoot- 
ing occasionally into bobbing lines of the enemy. 
Many of these bravo 


. fellows have referred jokingly to the life of Ihe trenches in letters home, 
but there is nothing in this life except what is soul-searching and health- 
destroying. 


Many of these trenches arc twelve feet deep. During the bad weather 


of which Gen. Joft'rc has been complaining, some of them were half filled 


{ with water, so deep is many instances, that Iho trenches had to be 
I abandoned and new ones constructed. , Jn the. best of them it is impos- 
j sible to keep out the rain and, at times, the melting snow, so that 


; ' j thousands of young men in the flower of youth are compelled to spend 
| whole days at a time in mire aud slusii. 
Sometimes the wet spell is 


| followed by intense cold which adds to the misery of the fighters. All 
" o f ibis time tho enemy is'relentless and so persistent is the cannonading 
•; nnd volleying of artillery that a man cannot raise his head above the 


S edge of fhe trench without danger of being popped. Every little while a 
j shrapnel shell falls in the centre of a group, scattering its deadly

HORSORS 
OF 
THE 
TRENCHES 


Though bo war cable from Europe"for the past two months and 


ov«r has omitted a reference to the trenches, few persons comparatively 
have any idea of what is involved in present day trench fighting. By 
piecing together references in occasional letters, descriptions of eye- 
witnesses,' rind clauses of official despatches, something of the horrors 
involved iu-this (ype of modern warfare may ho surmised. 
It is a story 


of privation, misery and terrible human suffering, relieved ouly by the 
heroism of those who, on both sides, hear all cheerfully for the cause of 
their respective nationalities. 


In the first place, it must bo remembered that practically nil along 


the western battle line in northern France and Belgium, there has been 
little Dghting in solid formation or in the open for the past two months. 
All this time the armies of the allies and of Germany have literally dug 
themselves into the earth. Fortifications of all varieties have been thrown 
up and trenches have been dug along a battle front of over 100 miles. 
Over most of this distance the guns have never been silent since the 
beginning of tho deadlock, .but hundreds of thousands' of men have lived 
a lifft of unmentionable misery, keyed up for immediate action and shoot- 
ing occasionally into bobbing lines of tho enemy. 
Many of these brave 


fellows bavo referred jokingly to the life of the trenches in letters home, 
but'there is nothing in this life except what is soul-searching and health.-' 
destroying. 


Many of these trenches are twelve feet deep..During the bad -weather 


of which" Gen. Joffre has been complaining, some of (hem were half filled 
with water, so deep is many instances, that tlicotrenches had to ba 
abandoned and new ones constructed. In the best of them it is impos- 
sible to keep out the rain and, at times, fhe melting enow, BO that 


. thousands of young men in tho flower of youth are compelled to spend 


whole days at a time in mire and slush. 
Sometimes the wet speE is 


followed by intense cold which adds to the misery of the fighters. 
All 


of this time the enemy is relentless and so persistent is the cannonading 
and volleying of artillery that a man cannot raise his head above tho 
edge of the trench without danger of being popped. Every litlle while a 
shrapnel shell falls in the ceutre of a group, scattering its deadly 


' missies and wreaking death and destruction around. 
The victims the 


survivors are too busy to remove so they go on for hours or even days 
h'ghting near the dead bodies of comrades. In this condition tho cold is 
their Mend for while it chills them to the bone and renders fighting diffi- 
cult, it prevents the odors that, in warmer weather, would rise from the 
bodies of dead soldiers and dead horses. 
Still, disease is doing its 


deadly work, for rheumatism, typhoid and'other diseases are common 
and with the coming Of a warm spell, other infections will follow tho 
•decomposing bodies that lie around. When the final toll of those killed 
in the trenches is taken—if it ever will be taken—in all probability it 
will be found at least in later stages of the war that disease has reaped 
more victims than the bullets or shells of the enemy. • Arid of those who 
survive, if they have fought long in the trenches, their services will be 
'of little further use to Kaiser, King or Czar. 


' This then is the war of the present—not furious charges - and bril- 


liant achievements with banners and martial music and .tho example of 
brave soldiers 'but a grim determined fight locked in a deadly struggle, 
with periscope and scientific range and modern gun and a spirit that will 
not falter despite cold and disease and death. 
No longer do soldiers 


talk 'of marching on to Paris or to Berlin; now fifty yards is considered 
a great advance. 
Occasionally the allies or the Germans gain n village 


or.some other strategical'point, but tomorrow they lose in proportion. 
The advantage seems to be with the allies, but it is not enough to look 
decisive or to indicate tha fortunes of war. for the near future. 
Brain, 


-brawrjj- heart, soul and muscle -are engaged in fhe most horrible griud 
'known "to history and it is only by the sending of reinforcements'thai 
anything brilliant can be immediately achieved. 
Both, sides are

•paring for this but in the meantime the war of the trenches goes on to 
an accompaniment of shrieking shells and all tho other instrumentalities 
; of the orchestra.of death, not the least of which is confinement in tho 
':eold arid icy trenches in.which whole armies take refuge from the rain 


of shrapnel and artillery fire ever tearing up the surface,

Desirable unions and desirable union 
methods are served far better In the 
long run by due respect for law and 
order than by anything that savors of 
Illegality. Undoubtedly tho outcome of 
the famous Danbury case will be in- 
fluential In shaping the future acts 
ot other unions.

HORRORS 
OF THE 
TRENCHES 


•'I 
Though no war cable from Europe for the past two months and 


over has omitted a reference to the trenches, few persons comparatively 
Wvc 'any idea of what is involved in present day trench fighting. By 


i piecing' together references in occasional letters, descriptions of eye- 


witnesses, and clauses of official despatches, something of the horrors 
involved in this iype of modem warfare may he surmised. It is a story 


'•'of privation, misery and terrible human suffering, relieved only. by'the 


heroism of those who, on hofh sides, hear all cheerfully for the cause of 
their respective nationalities. 
I 
' In tho first place, it must be remembered that practically all along 


^he western battle line in northern France and Belgium, there has been 


; little fighting'iu solid formation or in the open for the past two months. 


All thjs time tho armies of the allies .aud of Germany havo literally dug 
themselves into tho earth. Fortifications of nil varieties have been thrown 
tip and trenches havo been dug along a. bnttlo front of over 100 miles. 


. Over most of this distance the guns havo -never [icon silent since the 


beginning of the deadlock, but hundreds of thousands of men have lived 
'a life, of unmentionable misery, keyed up for immediate action and shoot- 
ing occasionally into bobbing lines of tho enemy. 
Many of these bravo 


fellows-have referred jokingly to the life of the trenches in letters home, 
but there is nothing in this life except what is soul-searching and health- 
'destroying. 


Many o£ these trenches aro twelve feet deep. During the bad weather 


of which Gen. Joffre has been complaining, some of them were half filled 
'with water, so deep is many instances, tlml the trenches had to. be 
abandoned.and new ones constructed. In the best of them it is impos- 
sible to keep out tho rain and, at times, the melting snow, ao that 
thousands of young men in the flower of youth are compelled to spend 
whole days at a lime in mire and slush. 
Sometimes the -wet spell is 


followed by intense cold which adds to the misery of tho fighters. All 
of. this time tho enemy is relentless and so persistent is tho cannonading 
and volleying of artillery that a man cannot raise his head above tho 
edge of the trench without danger of being popped. Every little while a 
shrapnel shell falls in the centre of a group, scattering its deadly 
missies and wreaking death and destruction around. 
The victims the 


.•survivors are too busy to remove so they go on for hours or even days 
.lighting, near the dead bodies of comrades. In this condition tho cold is 
.their friend for while it chills them to the bone nnd renders fighting diffi- 


cult it prevents the odors that, in warmer weather, would rise from the 
bodies of dead soldiers and dead horses. 
Still, disease is doing its 


deadly work, for rheumatism, typhoid and other diseases are common 
and with the coming of a warm spell, other infections will follow tho 
decomposing bodies that lie around. 
When tho final toll of those killed 


in the trenches is taken—i£ it ever will be taken—in all probability it 
•will be found at-least in .later stages of the war that disease hns reaped 
more victims than the bullets or shells of the enemy. And of those who 
Survive, if they have fought long-in the trenches, their services will be 
of little further use. to Kaiser, King or Czar. 


-This then is the war of the present—not furious charges and bril- 


.linnt "achievements with banners nnd martial music and the example of 
'•brave soldiers but a grim determined fight locked in a deadly struggle, 
.-with-periscope and scientific range and modern gun and a spirit thai, trill 
not falter despite cold and disease and death. 
No longer do soldiers 


' !talk of marching on to Paris or to Berlin; now fifty yards is considered 


'a great advance. Occasionally the allies or the Germans gain a village 
or .some other strategical point, but tomorrow thoy lose in proportion. 
Tlie advantage seems to be" with the allies, but it is not enough to look 
decisive or to indicate the fortunes of war for the near future. 
Brain, 


brawn,'heart, soul and muscle are engaged in the most horrible grind 
•'known -to.history and it is only by the> sending of reinforcements that 
any thing "brilliant' can be immediately achieved.' 
Both sides'" are pre- 


. paring for this |bnt in the meantime the war of the trenches goes on to 


an accompaniment of shrieking shells and all tho other instrumentalities 
of' the orchestra of death, not the least of which is confinement in the 
cold and iey trenches in which whole armies take refuse from the rain 
of shrapnel and artillery' fire' ever tearing up the surface.

waged over questions of taxation. 


As much injustice to the average 


citizen can bo perpetrated through a 
bad system of taxation as through any 
other evil of government. Last year 
some progress was made which must 
be considered notable In contrast with 
the inertia of former years. 
Much 


more remains to be accomplished be- 
fore onr plan of adjusting the public 
burdens will be fair to the taxpayer, 
and before we have brought our tax 
laws up to the standard of the more 
advanced states. 


We still impose double taxation 


upon certain 
forms 
of "intangible" 


property, affording a plausible excuse 
for wholesale tax dodging, which the 
present plan of assessment has proved 
•wholly Inadeqnate to check. 


Last year the legislature provided 


for the exemption of certain securi- 
ties Irom taxation upon proof to the

taxed." The application of such a rule 
to the case Jnst cited would have re-

A year's experience leaves me more 


firmly convinced than ever that Mas- 
sachusetts ought to hold a constitu- 
tional convention, which she has> not 
bad for more than half a century. A 
large part of our time, both In and 
out of the legislature, is engrossed 
with discussion and agitation con- 
cerning great policies Thich will not 
down and will uot be settled until the 
Judgment of tho electorate is obtained 
upon them.

American democracy that 
when

large element of Ihe community de- 
mands the submission to the people- 
ot a proposed law or change in their 
form of government they are entitled 
to the Judgment of the whole elector- 
ite. Therefore, I recommend the sub- 
mission to the people of the state of 
an amendment to 
the 
constitution 


providing for woman suffrage. 


Initiative and Referendum 


In any program of reform the most 


fundamental policy must always be 
that which seeks to give the people a 
greater control of Ihelr own govern- 
ment. 
When now conditions and a 


long train of abuses have 
made it 


difficult and often impossible for pub- 
lic opinion to control the government, 
or even clearly to make itself mani- 
fest, it Is timo for a change In some 
of our political processes which will 
make tha political power absolutely 
amenable to the popular will. 


The Democratic party, the Pro- 


gressive party and the 
progressive 


Kepublicans have advocated the In- 
itiative and referendum Jn Massachu- 
setts for a number of ye'ars. It does 
not embody a new principle, but Is 
merely a device for carrying Into ef- 
fect the old principle laid down by 
our forefathers In the bill of rights 
In the constitution of this common- 
weath. 


I therefore earnestly recommend the 


passage this year of an amendment to 
the constitution which will permit us 
to adopt the to-called initiative and 
referendum. 


Election Law Reforms 


Commendable progress was made 


last year in correcting the defects 
which long experience has disclosed 
In our election laws, notably in the 
abolition of party enrollment; the 
creation of an election court above 
the reach of local politics; the adop- 
tion of the English plan of unseating 
and disqualifying 
candidates 
when 


corrupt practices have been used In 
their behalf; and the prohibition of

Local Se!f-Government 


I believe that as far as possible 


every local community should he left 
to govern Itself. lx>cal self-govern- 
ment can only be as good as the citi- 
zens make it; hut the remedy, when 
our municipalities are unfortunately 
suffering from poor administration, is 
not state control.

therefore recommend that the 


power to grant and regulate liquor li- 
censes, and to control their police 
force, be restored to the people of 
rail Uiver.

2. The establishment of a draft- 


ing bureau, -which may bo called upon 
by members or committees of the leg- 
Islaturo to put In correct form meas- 
ures thnt are dosired, so that they I 
may be drawn with reference to pre- 
vious legislation and existing decision* | 
of the courts. 


Conclusion

The first step that must be taken to 


secure any adequate reform of the 
long-standing and generally acknowl- 
edged defects in our prison system Is 
unquestionably the placing of all the 
county penal- Institutions under the 
care of the state.

quasi-federal government Intermedi- 
ate between the municipality and the 
state, Is a superannuated product of 
the days of slow and costly communi- 
cation, and at Its hest Is now a need- - 
less and power-wasting cogwheel In 
the governmental machine. 


Notwithstanding the gradual 
ex- 


tension of state supervision and con- 
trol of criminals during the last fifty 
years, it still remains true that near-

We cannot expect to rectify all

social evils of tlio stale at one sitting 
but should endeavor to select the- mor»' 
salient and 
important subjects. 
It 


seems apparent that many of the law* 
In the statutes are a hindrance and 
practically useless and could be well 
revised or repealed hut even these ar« 
often supported while many Just lawi 
are none too well upheld." 


The governor devoted much of hl» 


address to the cjueslfon of good roads.

Foes Only When Battle Is On. 


When a battle Is not in progress the 


best of feeling appears to exist between 
the French and' German soldiers, who 
'or weeks have faced one another on 
the long line between Nieuport and 
Belfort.' . 


So close are the camps to each other 


that it is possible for the two forces to 
exchange 
words. 
They 
indulge in 


friendly contests, shooting at spade tar- 
gets, with no intention of bitting any 
one, and competing for hares, which 
run between the lines. 


A French soldier writes of these 


amusements: 


'A target is painted on a spade and 


moved through our trench in such 
way that it shows about two feet above 
the ground. The Germans shoot at 11. 
With a stick we indicate the results or 
their fire, and when one hits the bulls- 
eye he is rewarded with the waving of 
a French flag. 


"There Is another sort of target prac- 


tice which is very popular. The region 
around us is full of cabbage fields and 


the cabbage.fields are full of hares and 
rabbits. These hares sometimes cross 
our own private meadow. 
Immediately 


joth trenches are. all aflame. 
Long 


sounding volleys follow the poor little 
jeast. He makes a graceful somer- 
sault, throws hls,ears up in the'air and 
falls a martyr to Europe's militarism. 


Then comes the time to divide our 


spoils. If Br'e'r Rabbit expires on'the 
German half the custom of the'cbiintry 
prescribes that a German may leave 
the trenches and get the prize. That 
day the German cave dwellers- eat 
•Imsenbraten.' 
If the animal, dies .on 


our side we delegate a man to fetch 
him and we eat 'Lievre farci.' But if 
he should die most inconsiderately right 
on the line then there Is trouble. We 
both rush for our meal while a terrific 
tire is opened, and wo run the risk of 
being killed by friend as well as by 
enemy. 


"The other day we did not know, on 


which side of the line a bare had died 


We" looked out'of our trenches and the 


ermans fired. The Germans ' peepet 


around.the corner and we fired. Flnal- 
ly-a.court of arbitration took the mat- 
ler in hand. A loud German voice cull 
cd out -tobacco.' We thought that thi 
proposal was -fair. 
One of -our men 


shdwe'd the Germans thre^tvp'ackagcs o 
cigarettes. -Then he climbed out of th 
trench and walked to the dead^ hare 
lie deposited his cigarettes and took 
the hare/ Then he Returned. A Ger 
man came and took the tobacco. PIv 
minutes later the Germans were smok 
ing, and wo'wefe preparing-our stew." 
The camps frequently entertain eac 
oilier with singing. And perhaps a fe\ 
moments later the efforts of both side 
will'turn to whistling—bullets ahof: 
one another's heads'.

HERE are indications that the 


coming year will t>e the big- 
gest year in 'the history of this 
country In the fight against 


tuberculosis. Six years ago there were 
but two open air schools where1 the 
great white plague was systematically 
fought. Now there are more than five 
hundred. The Red Cross seal campaign, 
which opened on Dec. 1, has been very 
successful despite the added demands 
flue to the great war in Europe. 


Wherever the fight against tubercu- 
osls is waged the name and praises of 
3r. Robert Koch are sung. Dr. Koch 
was one of the pioneers in the syste- 
malfc. campaign against the dread dis- 
ease. He lived to see some of his pet 
projects carried out. Ho visited prac- 
tically every civilized and uncivilized 
country in the world on behalf of the 
German and foreign governments In 
search of tho causes of and weapons 
against epidemic diseas. 
He was 


awarded'the Nobel prize of $50.000 for 
his discovery of the antitoxin of tuber- 
culosis. His discovery of. the germ of 
the white plague won him distinction 
throughout the world. 


One of the leading physicians.of the 


country recently defined the two factors 
in the perpetuation of tuberculosis as: 


"First.—The Individual's makeup or 


constitution or a temporary state of the 
body, which makes him either Continu- 
ously or at times susceptible to tho dis- 
ease. This Is called disposition. 


"Second.—The presence of the bacil- 


lus in his surroundings, which, if he 
cannot escape it. Is his compulsory 
milieu—this Is Included in the term ex- 
posure. 
The sources of infection to 


which man is exposed are other tuber- 
culosis human beings and tuberculosis 
food." 


He oulllned the regulation of dwell-, 


ing houses, the protection of workers 
in factories nnd elsewhere against dust 
and other mediums of danger, the regu- 
lation of the hours of labor and the 
enforcement of the greatest possible 
cleanliness, as means of limiting "dis- 
position'1 while diminishing "exposure." 
He also touched upon the safeguarding 
of the food supply, especially milk and 
meat, from the tuberculosis bacilli 
upon the necessity of the general im- 
provement of the nutrition of the peo 
pie Rt large and the power of the gov- 
ernmental authorities to minimize the 
danger of infection in schools and pub- 
lic buildings and to increase the-abilits 
to resist the disease In Individuals b> 
subsidizing JiJlvale efforts.to encourage

life in the open air, by establishing 
workmen's gardens and by providing 
public baths and places where ath- 
letic games and gymnastic exercises 
nuy be enjoyed. He deprecated alco- 
holic abuse, nervous haste and the neg- 
lect of rational rest on Sunday. 


"But In dealing with a scourge like 


tuberculosis an antitubcrculosis educa- 
tion Is necessary, starting in the family 
and the nursery and pursued Intelli- 
gently in school and In civil life," he 
continued. "In this respect efforts must 
center !n the education of-women for 
the duties of wife and mother. 


"I wish to lay special stress on this 


phase of the fight against tuberculosis, 
because Its importance is unfortunately 
too little recognized by ahe educated 
classes of society. 
It is my opinion, 


that among the civic activities of wom- 
en and men and women's clubs and as- 
sociations, none Is more important than 
that which takes this for the starting 
point and has for.its object to cducata 
our ybunsr women to become thorough 
housewives and thereby efficient guar- 
dians of the public health. Women can 
help the fight wonderfully."
